CONSTITUTION 


Article  I. — Name. 

This  Club  shall   be   called   the  "Agawam 
Hunt." 

Article    II. — Object. 
The   "Agawam    Hunt"    is    organized    to 
encourage  and    furnish  for  its  members  out- 
of-door    sports,    and   social    intercourse,    inci- 
dental to  the  same. 

Article  III. — Management. 
Sec.  i.  The  business  affairs  and  property 
of  the  Club  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  a  Board  of  Governors  com- 
posed of  the  President  and  six  members  of  the 
Club  elected  as  hereinafter  provided. 


Of  the  President. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  be  elected  at 
the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  and 
shall  serve  for  one  year  or  until  his  successor 
is  elected.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors ;  he 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Club  and 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  possess  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually  inci- 
dent to  his  office. 

Of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Sec  3.  At  the  annual  election  in  March, 
1900,  six  members  of  the  Club  shall  be  elected 
Governors,  two  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to 
serve  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years  and  two 
for  three  years,  and  thereafter  at  each  annual 
meeting  two  Governors  shall  be  elected  who 
shall  serve  for  three  years  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected. 


At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors after  the  annual  election  they  shall 
elect  from  their  own  number  a  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  possess 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually  in- 
cident to  these  offices.  The  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  Club,  its 
property  and  management ;  it  shall  elect  all 
members,  appoint  all  committees,  delegating 
to  them  such  powers  as  it  shall  see  fit,  fill  all 
vacancies  occurring  during  the  year  in  the 
offices  in  the  Club  or  their  own  numbers,  such 
appointments  to  be  only  until  the  next  annual 
meeting,  and  from  time  to  time  shall  adopt 
by-laws  for  its  own  government  and  the 
government  of  the  Club  not  inconsistent  with 
this  constitution.  Four  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 


Article  IV. — Membership. 

Sec.  i.  Membership  shall  be  limited  to  | 
three  hundred.  No  person  shall  be  eligible 
for  membership  who  is  under  seventeen  years 
of  age,  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  election  ;  per- 
sons under  seventeen  years  of  age  may  be 
admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board  of 
Governors  may  prescribe. 

Sec  2.  Any  candidate  for  membership 
must  be  proposed  and  seconded  in  writing  by 
two  members  of  the  Club,  and  may  become  a 
member  upon  unanimous  election  by  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  present 
at  any  meeting  and  payment  of  entrance  fee 
and  annual  dues  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec  3.  Names  of  candidates  for  member- 
ship must  be  sent  with  names  of  proposer  an 


seconder  in  writing,  to  the  Secretary,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  present  same  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  and  upon  their  approval  post 
same  for  one  week  in  the  Club  House  prior  to 
the  time  of  their  election. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Governors  may,  from 
time  to  time,  when  they  deem  it  advisable, 
extend  the  privileges  of  the  Club  to  any  person 
for  six  months  on  payment,  in  advance,  of 
twenty-five  (25)  dollars,  provided,  however, 
that  such  six-months  members  shall  have 
been  proposed,  seconded  and  balloted  for  and 
elected  in  the  same  manner  provided  for  in 
the  election  of  regular  members.  The  pro- 
poser and  seconder  of  such  six-months  mem- 
bers shall  be  responsible  for  any  debts  in- 
curred by  such  members  in  the  Club.  Six- 
months  members  shall  have  no  vote  in  the 
lairs  of  the  Club.

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Governors  may,  by  a 
sixth-sevenths  vote  of  its  members,  suspend  any 
member  of  the  Club  for  such  time  as  they 
may  deem  fit,  or  expel  him  or  her  altogether, 
but  such  member  shall  have  at  least  ten  days' 
notice  of  any  proposition  to  expel  or  suspend 
said  member,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
charges  preferred  against  him,  shall  be  entitled 
to  be  heard  by  the  board  and  to  produce  be- 
fore the  board  such  evidence  in  his  or  her 
defence  as  maybe  desired,  before  final  action 
is  taken  ;  and  the  board  shall,  upon  written 
complaint  against  any  member,  addressed  to 
the  President,  and  signed  by  ten  members  of 
the  Club,  not  also  members  of  the  board,  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  board  called  by  the 
President  for  the  purpose,  after  giving  at  least 
ten  days'  notice  to  the  complainants  and  to 
the  accused,  and  furnishing  the  accused  with 
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a  copy  of  the  complaint,  with  the  names  of  the 
complainants,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the 
hearing,  hear  such  evidence  as  the  complain- 
ants have  to  offer,  and  the  defence  of  the 
accused,  and  upon  consideration  of  the  same 
they  may  suspend  or  expel  the  member,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  Club  by  the  member 
so  suspended  or  expelled. 

Sec.  6.  Any  member  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled from  the  Club  by  a  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  may  appeal  therefrom  to 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Club,  which  the 
President  shall  call  on  the  written  request  of 
ten  members  of  the  Club,  not  also  members 
of  the  board.  And  at  such  meeting,  after  a 
hearing  given  to  both  parties,  the  Club  may, 
provided  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  Club  be  present  in  person  or  by 
proxy,    by    a    two-thirds    vote    of     those    so 
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present,  reverse  the  decision  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  and  reinstate  the  member. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall 
accept  the  resignation  of  a  member,  to  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  presentation,  pro- 
vided the  Treasurer  certifies  that  all  his  or  her 
dues  and  indebtedness  to  that  date  have  been 
paid.  The  interest  of  any  member  in  the 
Club  property,  and  liability  on  account  of  the 
Club,  shall  cease  on  his  or  her  resignation  or 
expulsion. 

Article   V. — Dues. 

Sec.  1.  The  entrance  fee  shall  be  twenty 
(  20  )  dollars. 

Sec  2.  Members  shall  pay  annual  dues 
of  twenty  ( 20 )  dollars,  payable  in  advance 
one-half  March  1st,  and  one-half  September 
1st. 
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Sec.  3.  Members  who  shall  be  elected 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  June,  or  the  first  day 
of  December  in  any  year,  shall  be  liable  for 
the  current  semi-annual  dues;  but  if  elected 
after  the  first  day  of  June  or  the  first  day  of 
December,  they  shall  be  liable  for  only  one- 
half  of  the  current  semi-annual  dues. 

Sec  4.  If  any  member-elect  fails  to  pay 
his  or  her  entrance  fee  and  dues  within  thirty 
days  of  his  or  her  election,  unless  excused  by 
the  Board  of  Governors,  such  election  shall  be 
void,  and  his  or  her  name  shall  not  be  again 
proposed  within  six  months. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  failing  to  pay  his  or 
her  dues,  assessments  or  other  obligations  for 
the  period  of  one  month  after  notice  thereof 
shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Club,  unless 
reinstated  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  Due 
notice    of    such    obligation     signed    by    the 
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Treasurer  and  mailed  to  the  member  in  de- 
fault, at  his  or  her  last  known  place  of  resi- 
dence, shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  article. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall 
be  exempt  from  annual  dues. 

Article  VI. — Guests. 

Sec  i.  Any  member  may  introduce  any 
person,  not  residing  or  having  a  regular  place 
of  business  or  study  within  twenty  miles  of 
the  City  of  Providence,  as  a  guest,  at  such 
times  and  for  such  a  number  of  days  as  the 
member  introducing  may  choose,  not  exceed- 
ing in  the  aggregate  fifteen  days  in  six 
months. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  residing  or  having  a 
regular  place  of  business  or  study  within 
twenty  miles  of  the  City  of  Providence,  may 
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be  introduced  as  a  guest  not  oftener  than  one 
day  in  four  weeks. 

Sec.  3.  Members  introducing  guests  shall 
be  responsible  for  all  indebtedness  to  the 
Club  incurred  by  any  such  guest. 

Guests  introduced  by  members  shall  have 
all  privileges  of  the  Club  House  and  grounds 
excepting  the  privilege  of  playing  over  the 
links.  Permission  to  use  the  links  may  be 
obtained  for  guests  on  application  to  the 
Steward  and  payment  of  the  fees  fixed  by  the 
Board  of  Governors. 

The  privileges  of  a  guest  may  be  termi- 
nated at  any  time  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Governors. 

The  names  of  all  persons  introduced  into 
the  Club  shall  be  registered,  together  with 
the  names  of  the  members  introducing  them, 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 
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Article  VII. — Annual  Meeting. 
The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be 
held  at  the  Club  House,  or  at  such  place  as 
the  Board  of  Governors  may  designate,  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  March  in  each  year. 
The  Secretary  shall  mail  a  written  notice  of 
such  meeting  to  each  member  of  the  Club  at 
least  five  days  before  the  date  of  such  meet- 
ing. Eleven  members  present  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Club  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

Article  VIII. 
This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Club  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members,  represented  in  person  or  by  proxy ; 
due  notice  of  any  proposed  amendment  having 
been  mailed  to  each  member  at  his  or  her  last 
known  place  of   residence  at  least  five  days 
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previous  to  such  meeting.  A  special  meeting 
of  the  Club  for  this  or  any  other  purpose  may 
be  called  by  the  President  or  any  member  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  at  the  request,  in 
writing,  of  any  five  members  of  the  Club,  and 
upon  like  notice  being  given.

Constitution 


Article  I. — Name. 

This  Club  shall    be  called  the    "Agawam 

Hunt." 

Article  II. — Object. 

The   " Agawam    Hunt"    is    organized   to 
encourage  and  furnish  for  its  members  out- 
of-door  sports,    and    social    intercourse,    inci-, 
dental  to  the  same. 

Article  III. — Management. 
Sec.  i.  The  business  affairs  and  property 
of  the  Club  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  a  Board  of  Governors  com- 
posed of  the  President  and  six  members  of  the 
Club  elected  as  hereinafter  provided. 


Of  the  President. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  be  elected  at 
the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  and 
shall  serve  for  one  year  or  until  his  successor 
is  elected.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors ;  he 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Club  and 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  possess  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually  inci- 
dent to  his  office. 

Of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Sec  3.  At  the  annual  election  in  March, 
1900,  six  members  of  the  Club  shall  be  elected 
Governors,  two  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to 
serve  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years  and  two 
for  three  years,  and  thereafter  at  each  annual 
meeting  two  Governors  shall  be  elected  who 
shall  serve  for  three  years  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected. 


At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors after  the  annual  election  they  shall 
elect  from  their  own  number  a  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  possess 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually  in- 
cident to  these  offices.  The  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  Club,  its 
property  and  management ;  it  shall  elect  all 
members,  appoint  all  committees,  delegating 
to  them  such  powers  as  it  shall  see  fit,  fill  all 
vacancies  occurring  during  the  year  in  the 
offices  in  the  Club  or  their  own  numbers,  such 
appointments  to  be  only  until  the  next  annual 
meeting,  and  from  time  to  time  shall  adopt 
by-laws  for  its  own  government  and  the 
government  of  the  Club  not  inconsistent  with 
this  constitution.  Four  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 


Article  IV. — Membership. 

Sec.  i.  Membership  shall  be  limited  to 
three  hundred.  No  person  shall  be  eligible 
for  membership  who  is  under  seventeen  years 
of  age,  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  election ;  per- 
sons under  seventeen  years  of  age  may  be 
admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board  of 
Governors  may  prescribe. 

Sec  2.  Any  candidate  for  membership 
must  be  proposed  and  seconded  in  writing  by 
two  members  of  the  Club,  and  may  become  a 
member  upon  unanimous  election  by  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  present 
at  any  meeting  and  payment  of  entrance  fee 
and  annual  dues  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec  3.  Names  of  candidates  for  member- 
ship must  be  sent  with  names  of  proposer  and 


seconder  in  writing,  to  the  Secretary,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  present  same  to  the  Board 
of  Governers  and  upon  their  approval  post 
same  for  one  week  in  the  Club  House  prior  to 
the  time  of  their  election. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Governors  may,  from 
time  to  time,  when  they  deem  it  advisable, 
extend  the  privileges  of  the  Club  to  any  person 
for  six  months  on  payment,  in  advance,  of 
twenty-five  (25)  dollars,  provided,  however, 
that  such  six-months  members  shall  have 
been  proposed,  seconded  and  balloted  for  and 
elected  in  the  same  manner  provided  for  in 
the  election  of  regular  members.  The  pro- 
poser and  seconder  of  such  six-months  mem- 
bers shall  be  responsible  for  and  debts  in- 
curred by  such  members  in  the  Club.  Six- 
months  members  shall  have  no  vote  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Club. 
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Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Governors  may,  by  a 
sixth-sevenths  vote  of  its  members,  suspend  any 
member  of  the  Club  for  such  time  as  they 
may  deem  fit,  or  expel  him  or  her  altogether, 
but  such  member  shall  have  at  least  ten  days' 
notice  of  any  proposition  to  expel  or  suspend 
said  member,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
charges  preferred  against  him,  shall  be  entitled 
to  be  heard  by  the  bo^rd  and  to  produce  be- 
fore the  board  such  evidence  in  his  or  her 
defence  as  may  be  desired,  before  final  action 
is  taken  ;  and  the  board  shall,  upon  written 
complaint  against  any  member,  addressed  to 
the  President,  and  signed  by  ten  members  of 
the  Club,  not  also  members  of  the  board,  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  board  called  by  the 
President  for  the  purpose,  after  giving  at  least 
ten  days'  notice  to  the  complainants  and  to 
the  accused,  and  furnishing  the  accused  with 
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a  copy  of  the  complaint,  with  the  names  of  the 
complainants,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the 
hearing,  hear  such  evidence  as  the  complain- 
ants have  to  offer,  and  the  defence  of  the 
accused,  and  upon  consideration  of  the  same 
they  may  suspend  or  expel  the  member,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  Club  by  the  member 
so  suspended  or  expelled. 

Sec.  6.  Any  member  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled from  the  Club  by  a  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  may  appeal  therefrom  to 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Club,  which  the 
President  shall  call  on  the  written  request  of 
ten  members  of  the  Club,  not  also  members 
of  the  board.  And  at  such  meeting,  after  a 
hearing  given  to  both  parties,  the  Club  may, 
provided  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  Club  be  present  in  person  or  by 
proxy,    by    a    two-thirds    vote    of    those   so 
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present,  reserve  the  decision  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  and  reinstate  the  member. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall 
accept  the  resignation  of  a  member,  to  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  presentation,  pro- 
vided the  Treasurer  certifies  that  all  his  or  her 
dues  and  indebtedness  to  that  date  have  been 
paid.  The  interest  of  any  member  in  the 
Club  property,  and  liability  on  account  of  the 
Club,  shall  cease  on  his  or  her  resignation  or 
expulsion. 

Article  V. — Dues. 

Sec  1.  The  entrance  fee  shall  be  twenty 
(  20  )  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  Members  shall  pay  annual  dues 
of  twenty  (20)  dollars,  payable  in  advance 
one-half  March    1st,  and  one-half  September 

1  St. 
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Sec.  3  Members  who  shall  be  elected 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  June,  or  the  first  day 
of  December  in  any  year,  shall  be  liable  for 
the  current  semi-annual  dues ;  but  if  elected 
after  the  first  day  of  June  or  the  first  day  of 
December,  they  shall  be  liable  for  only  one- 
half  of  the  current  semi-annual  dues. 

Sec  4.  If  any  member-elect  fails  to  pay 
his  or  her  entrance  fee  and  dues  within  thirty 
days  of  his  or  her  election,  unless  excused  by 
the  Board  of  Governors,  such  election  shall  be 
void,  and  his  or  her  name  shall  not  be  again 
proposed  within  six  months. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  failing  to  pay  his  or 
her  dues,  assessments  or  other  obligations  for 
the  period  of  one  month  after  notice  thereof 
shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Club,  unless 
reinstated  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  Due 
notice    of    such    obligations    signed   by    the 
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Treasurer  and  mailed  to  the  member  in  de- 
fault, at  his  or  her  last  known  place  of  resi- 
dence, shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  article. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall 
be  exempt  from  annual  dues. 

Article  VI. — Guests. 

Sec  i.  Any  member  may  introduce  any 
person,  not  residing  or  having  a  regular  place 
of  business  or  study  within  twenty  miles  of 
the  City  of  Providence,  as  a  guest,  at  such 
times  and  for  such  a  number  of  days  as  the 
member  introducing  may  choose,  not  exceed- 
ing in  the  aggregate  fifteen  days  in  six 
months. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  residing  or  having  a 
regular  place  of  business  or  study  within 
twenty  miles  of  the  City  of  Providence,  may 
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be  introduced  as  a  guest  not  oftener  than  one 
day  in  four  weeks. 

Sec.  3.  Members  introducing  guests  shall 
be  responsible  for  all  indebtedness  to  the 
Club  incurred  by  any  such  guest. 

Guests  introduced  by  members  shall  have 
all  privileges  of  the  Club  House  and  grounds 
excepting  the  privilege  of  playing  over  the 
links.  Permission  to  use  the  links  may  be 
obtained  for  guests  on  application  to  the 
Steward  and  payment  of  the  fees  fixed  by  the 
Board  of  Governors. 

The  privileges  of  a  guest  may  be  termi- 
nated at  any  time  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Governors. 

The  names  of  all  persons  introduced  into 
the  Club  shall  be  registered,  together  with 
the  names  of  the  members  introducing  them, 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 
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Article  VII. — Annual  Meeting. 
The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be 
held  at  the  Club  House,  or  at  such  place  as 
the  Board  of  Governors  may  designate,  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  March  in  each  year. 
The  Secretary  shall  mail  a  written  notice  of 
such  meeting  to  each  member  of  the  Club  at 
least  five  days  before  the  date  of  such  meet- 
ing. Eleven  members  present  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Club  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

Article  VIII. 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Club  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members,  represented  in  person  or  by  proxy ; 
due  notice  of  any  proposed  amendment  having 
been  mailed  to  each  member  at  his  or  her  last 
known  place  of  residence  at  least  five  days 
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previous  to  such  meeting.  A  special  meeting 
of  the  Club  for  this  or  any  other  purpose  may- 
be called  by  the  President  or  any  member  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  at  the  request,  in 
writing,  of  any  five  members  of  the  Club,  and 
upon  like  notice  being  given.

Constitution 


Article  I. — Name. 
This  Club   shall   be   called   the   "Agawam 
Hunt." 

Article  II. — Object. 

The  "Agawam  Hunt"  is  organized  to 
encourage  and  furnish  for  its  members  out- 
of-door  sports,  and  social  intercourse,  inci- 
dental to  the  same. 

Article  III. — Management. 

Sec  i.  The  business  affairs  and  property 
of  the  Club  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  a  Board  of  Governors  com- 
posed of  the  President  and  six  members  of 
the  Club  elected  as  hereinafter  provided. 


Of  the  President. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  be  elected  at 
the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  and 
shall  serve  for  one  year  or  until  his  successor 
is  elected.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors ;  he 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Club  and 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  possess  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually  inci- 
dent to  his  office. 

Of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  annual  election  in  March, 
1900,  six  members  of  the  Club  shall  be  elected 
Governors,  two  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to 
serve  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years  and  two 
for  three  years,  and  thereafter  at  each  annual 
meeting  two  Governors  shall  be  elected  who 
shall  serve  for  three  years  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected. 


At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors after  the  annual  election  they  shall 
elect  from  their  own  number  a  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  possess 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually  in- 
cident to  these  offices.  The  Board  of  Gover- 
nors shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  Club,  its 
property  and  management;  it  shall  elect  all 
members,  appoint  all  committees,  delegating 
to  them  such  powers  as  it  shall  see  fit,  fill  all 
vacancies  occurring  during  the  year  in  the 
offices  in  the  Club  or  their  own  numbers,  such 
appointments  to  be  only  until  the  next  annual 
meeting,  and  from  time  to  time  shall  adopt 
by-laws  for  its  own  government  and  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  Club  not  inconsistent  with 
this  constitution.  Four  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 
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Article  IV. — Membership. 

Sec.  i.  There  shall  be  two  classes  of  mem- 
bership, resident  and  non-resident. 

Resident  membership  shall  be  limited  to  four 
hundred.  Non-resident  membership  shall  be 
confined  to  persons  not  residing  or  having  a 
regular  place  of  business  or  study  within 
twenty  miles  of  the  city  of  Providence.  Non- 
residents shall  have  no  vote  in  the  affairs  of 
the  Club.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
membership  who  is  under  seventeen  years  of 
age.  Persons  under  seventeen  years  of  age 
may  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board 
of  Governors  may  prescribe. 

Sec  2.  Any  candidate  for  membership 
must  be  proposed  and  seconded  in  writing 
by  two  members  of  the  Club,  and  may  become 
a  member  upon  unanimous  election  by  the 


members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  present 
at  any  meeting  and  payment  of  entrance  fee 
and  annual  dues  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  3.  Names  of  candidates  for  member- 
ship must  be  sent  with  names  of  proposer  and 
seconder  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  present  same  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  and  upon  their  approval  post 
same  for  one  week  in  the  Club  House  prior 
to  the  time  of  their  election. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Governors  may  from 
time  to  time,  when  they  deem  it  advisable, 
extend  the  privileges  of  the  Club  to  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  persons  at  any  one  time,  for 
six  months,  on  payment  in  advance  of  twenty 
(20)  dollars,  provided,  however,  that  such  six- 
months  members  shall  have  been  proposed, 
seconded  and  balloted  for  and  elected  in  the 
same  manner  provided  for  in  the  election  of 
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regular  members.  The  proposer  and  seconder 
of  such  six-months  members  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  any  debts  incurred  by  such  members 
in  the  Club.  Six-months  members  shall  have 
no  vote  in  the  affairs  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Governors  may,  by  a 
sixth-sevenths  vote  of  its  members,  suspend 
any  member  of  the  Club  for  such  time  as  they 
may  deem  fit,  or  expel  him  or  her  altogether, 
but  such  member  shall  have  at  least  ten  days' 
notice  of  any  proposition  to  expel  or  suspend 
said  member,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
charges  preferred  against  him,  shall  be  entitled 
to  be  heard  by  the  board  and  to  produce  be- 
fore the  board  such  evidence  in  his  or  her 
defence  as  may  be  desired,  before  final  action 
is  taken ;  and  the  board  shall,  upon  written 
complaint  against  any  member,  addressed  to 
the  President,  and  signed  by  ten  members  of 
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the  Club,  not  also  members  of  the  board,  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Board  called  by  the 
President  for  the  purpose,  after  giving  at  least 
ten  days'  notice  to  the  complainants  and  to 
the  accused,  and  furnishing  the  accused  with 
a  copy  of  the  complaint,  with  the  names  of  the 
complainants,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the 
hearing,  hear  such  evidence  as  the  complain- 
ants have  to  offer,  and  the  defence  of  the 
accused,  and  upon  consideration  of  the  same 
they  may  suspend  or  expel  the  member,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  Club  by  the  member 
so  suspended  or  expelled. 

Sec.  6.  Any  member  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled from  the  Club  by  a  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  may  appeal  therefrom  to 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Club,  which  the 
President  shall  call  on  the  written  request  of 
ten  members  of  the  Club,  not  also  members 
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of  the  board.  And  at  such  meeting,  after  a 
hearing  given  to  both  parties,  the  Club  may, 
provided  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Club  be  present  in  person  or  by  proxy,  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  those  so  present,  reverse 
the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and 
reinstate  the  member. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall 
accept  the  resignation  of  a  member,  to  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  presentation,  pro- 
vided the  Treasurer  certifies  that  all  his  or  her 
dues  and  indebtedness  to  that  date  have  been 
paid.  The  interest  of  any  member  in  the 
Club  property,  and  liability  on  account  of  the 
Club,  shall  cease  on  his  or  her  resignation  or 
expulsion. 

Article  V. — Dues. 
Sec.  1.     The  entrance  fee  shall  be  thirty 
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dollars  for  resident  members,  and  fifteen 
dollars  for  non-resident  members. 

Sec.  2.  Resident  members  shall  pay  annual 
dues  of  twenty-five  dollars,  and  non-resident 
members  fifteen  dollars,  payable  semi-annually 
in  advance,  one-half  March  ist  and  one-half 
September  ist,  in  each  year. 

Sec  3.  Members  who  shall  be  elected 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  June,  or  the  first  day 
of  December  in  any  year,  shall  be  liable  for 
the  current  semi-annnal  dues ;  but  if  elected 
after  the  first  day  of  June  or  the  first  day  of 
December,  they  shall  be  liable  for  only  one- 
half  of  the  current  semi-annual  dues. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  member-elect  fails  to  pay 
his  or  her  entrance  fee  and  dues  within  thirty 
days  of  his  or  her  election,  unless  excused  by 
the  Board  of  Governors,  such  election  shall  be 
void,  and  his  or  her  name  shall  not  be  again 
proposed  within  six  months. 
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Sec.  5.  Any  member  failing  to  pay  his  or 
her  dues,  assessments  or  other  obligations  for 
the  period  of  one  month  after  notice  thereof 
shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Club,  unless 
reinstated  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  Due 
notice  of  such  obligations  signed  by  the 
Treasurer  and  mailed  to  the  member  in  de- 
fault, at  his  or  her  last  known  place  of  resi- 
dence, shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  article. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall 
be  exempt  from  annual  dues. 

Article  VI. — Guests. 
Sec.  1.  Any  member  may  introduce  any 
person,  not  residing  or  having  a  regular  place 
of  business  or  study  within  twenty  miles  of 
the  City  of  Providence,  as  a  guest,  at  such 
times  and  for  such  a  number  of  days  as  the 
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member  introducing  may  choose,  not  exceed- 
ing in  the  aggregate  fifteen  days  in  six 
months. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  residing  or  having  a 
regular  place  of  business  or  study  within 
twenty  miles  of  the  City  of  Providence,  may 
be  introduced  as  a  guest  not  oftener  than  one 
day  in  four  weeks. 

Sec.  3.  Members  introducing  guests  shall 
be  responsible  for  all  indebtedness  to  the 
Club  incurred  by  any  such  guest. 

Guests  introduced  by  members  shall  have 
all  privileges  of  the  Club  House  and  grounds 
excepting  the  privilege  of  playing  over  the 
links.  Permission  to  use  the  links  may  be 
obtained  for  guests  on  application  to  the 
Steward  and  payment  of  the  fees  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  Governors. 

The   privileges  of  a   guest   may  be  termi- 
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nated   at  any  time  at   the  discretion   of   the 
Board  of  Governors. 

The  names  of  all  persons  introduced  into 
the  Club  shall  be  registered,  together  with 
the  names  of  the  members  introducing  them, 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Article  VII. — Annual  Meeting. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be 
held  at  the  Club  House,  or  at  such  place  as 
the  Board  of  Governors  may  designate,  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  March  in  each  year. 
The  Secretary  shall  mail  a  written  notice  of 
such  meeting  to  each  member  of  the  Club  at 
least  five  days  before  the  date  of  such  meet- 
ing. Eleven  members  present  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Club  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 
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Article  VIII. 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Club  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members,  represented  in  person  or  by  proxy ; 
due  notice  of  any  proposed  amendment  having 
been  mailed  to  each  member  at  his  or  her  last 
known  place  of  residence  at  least  five  days 
previous  to  such  meeting.  A  special  meeting 
of  the  Club  for  this  or  any  other  purpose  may 
be  called  by  the  President  or  any  member  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  at  the  request,  in 
writing,  of  any  five  members  of  the  Club,  and 
upon  like  notice  being  given. 


No  person  shall  be  considered  for  membership 
until  the  proposer  and  seconder  shall  each  have 
written  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  stating  the 
qualifications  of  such  person.

Constitution 


Article  I. — Name. 
This   club   shall   be  called  the  "Agawam 
Hunt." 

Article  II. — Object. 
The   "Agawam    Hunt  "    is    organized    to 
encourage  and  furnish  for  its  members  out- 
of-door   sports,   and   social   intercourse,    inci- 
dental to  the  same. 

Article  III. — Management. 

Sec.  i.  The  business  affairs  and  property 
of  the  Club  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  a  Board  of  Governors  com- 
posed of  the  President  and  six  members  of 
the  Club  elected  as  hereinafter  provided. 


Of  the  President. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  be  elected  at 
the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  and 
shall  serve  for  one  year  or  until  his  successor 
is  elected.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors ;  he 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Club  and 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  possess  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually  inci- 
dent to  his  office. 

Of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Sec  3.  At  the  annual  election  in  March, 
1900,  six  members  of  the  Club  shall  be  elected 
Governors,  two  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to 
serve  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two 
for  three  years,  and  thereafter  at  each  annual 
meeting  two  Governors  shall  be  elected  who 
shall  serve  for  three  years  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected. 


At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors after  the  annual  election  they  shall 
elect  from  their  own  number  a  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  possess 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually  in- 
cident to  these  offices.  The  Board  of  Govern- 
ors shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  Club,  its 
property  and  management,  it  shall  elect  all 
members,  appoint  all  committees,  delegating 
to  them  such  powers  as  it  shall  see  fit,  fill  all 
vacancies  occurring  during  the  year  in  the 
offices  of  the  Club  or  their  own  numbers,  such 
appointments  to  be  only  until  the  next  annual 
meeting,  and  from  time  to  time  shall  adopt 
by-laws  for  its  own  government  and  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  Club  not  inconsistent  with 
this  constitution.  Four  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 
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Article  IV. — Membership. 

Sec.  i  .  There  shall  be  two  classes  of  mem- 
bership, resident  and  non-resident. 

Resident  membership  shall  be  limited  to  four 
hundred.  Non-resident  membership  shall  be 
confined  to  persons  not  residing  or  having  a 
regular  place  of  business  or  study  within 
twenty  miles  of  the  city  of  Providence.  Non- 
residents shall  have  no  vote  in  the  affairs  of 
the  Club.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
membership  who  is  under  seventeen  years  of 
age.  Persons  under  seventeen  years  of  age 
may  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board 
of  Governors  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  2.  Any  candidate  for  membership 
must  be  proposed  and  seconded  in  writing 
by  two  members  of  the  Club,  and  may  become 
a   member  upon  unanimous  election   by  the 


members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  present 
at  any  meeting  and  payment  of  entrance  fee 
and  annual  dues  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  3.  Names  of  candidates  for  member- 
ship must  be  sent  with  names  of  proposer  and 
seconder  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  present  same  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  and  upon  their  approval  post 
same  for  one  week  in  the  Club  House  prior 
to  the  time  of  their  election. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Governors  may  from 
time  to  time,  when  they  deem  it  advisable, 
extend  the  privileges  of  the  Club  to  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  persons  at  any  one  time,  for 
six  months,  on  payment  in  advance  of  twenty 
(20)  dollars,  provided,  however,  that  such  six- 
months  members  shall  have  been  proposed, 
seconded  and  balloted  for  and  elected  in  the 
same  manner  provided  for  in  the  election  of 
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regular  members.  The  proposer  and  seconder 
of  such  six-months  members  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  any  debts  incurred  by  such  members 
in  the  Club.  Six-months  members  shall  have 
no  vote  in  the  affairs  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Governors  may,  by  a 
six-sevenths  vote  of  its  members,  suspend 
any  member  of  the  Club  for  such  time  as  they 
may  deem  fit,  or  expel  him  or  her  altogether, 
but  such  member  shall  have  at  least  ten  days' 
notice  of  any  proposition  to  expel  or  suspend 
said  member,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
charges  preferred  against  him,  shall  be  entitled 
to  be  heard  by  the  board  and  to  produce  be- 
fore the  board  such  evidence  in  his  or  her 
defence  as  may  be  desired,  before  final  action 
is  taken ;  and  the  board  shall,  upon  written 
complaint  against  any  member,  addressed  to 
the  President,  and  signed  by  ten  members  of 
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the  Club,  not  also  members  of  the  board,  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Board  called  by  the 
President  for  the  purpose,  after  giving  at  least 
ten  days'  notice  to  the  complainants  and  to 
the  accused,  and  furnishing  the  accused  with 
a  copy  of  the  complaint,  with  the  names  of  the 
complainants,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the 
hearing,  hear  such  evidence  as  the  complain- 
ants have  to  offer,  and  the  defence  of  the 
accused,  and  upon  consideration  of  the  same 
they  may  suspend  or  expel  the  member,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  Club  by  the  member 
so  suspended  or  expelled. 

Sec.  6.  Any  member  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled from  the  Club  by  a  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  may  appeal  therefrom  to 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Club,  which  the 
President  shall  call  on  the  written  request  of 
ten  members  of  the  Club,  not  also  members 
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of  the  board.  And  at  such  meeting,  after  a 
hearing  given  to  both  parties,  the  Club  may, 
provided  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Club  be  present  in  person  or  by  proxy,  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  those  so  present,  reverse 
the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and 
reinstate  the  member. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall 
accept  the  resignation  of  a  member,  to  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  presentation,  pro- 
vided the  Treasurer  certifies  that  all  his  or  her 
dues  and  indebtedness  to  that  date  have  been 
paid.  The  interest  of  any  member  in  the 
Club  property,  and  liability  on  account  of  the 
Club,  shall  cease  on  his  or  her  resignation  or 
expulsion. 

Article  V. — Dues. 
Sec  1.     The  entrance  fee  shall   be  thirty 
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dollars  for  resident  members,  and  fifteen 
dollars  for  non-resident  members. 

Sec.  2.  Resident  members  shall  pay  annual 
dues  of  twenty-five  dollars,  and  non-resident 
members  fifteen  dollars,  payable  semi-annually 
in  advance,  one-half  March  ist  and  one-half 
September  ist,  in  each  year. 

Sec  3.  Members  who  shall  be  elected 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  June,  or  the  first  day 
of  December  in  any  year,  shall  be  liable  for 
the  current  semi-annual  dues ;  but  if  elected 
after  the  first  day  of  June  or  the  first  day  of 
December,  they  shall  be  liable  for  only  one- 
half  of  the  current  semi-annual  dues. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  member-elect  fails  to  pay 
his  or  her  entrance  fee  and  dues  within  thirty 
days  of  his  or  her  election,  unless  excused  by 
the  Board  of  Governors,  such  election  shall  be 
void,  and  his  or  her  name  shall  not  be  again 
proposed  within  six  months. 
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Sec.  5.  Any  member  failing  to  pay  his  or 
her  dues,  assessments  or  other  obligations  for 
the  period  of  one  month  after  notice  thereof 
shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Club,  unless 
reinstated  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  Due 
notice  of  such  obligations  signed  by  the 
Treasurer  and  mailed  to  the  member  in  de- 
fault, at  his  or  her  last  known  place  of  resi- 
dence, shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  article. 

Sec  6.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall 
be  exempt  from  annual  dues. 

Article  VI. — Guests. 
Sec.  1.  Any  member  may  introduce  any 
person,  not  residing  or  having  a  regular  place 
of  business  or  study  within  twenty  miles  of 
the  City  of  Providence,  as  a  guest,  at  such 
times  and  for  such  a  number  of  days  as  the 
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member  introducing  may  choose,  not  exceed- 
ing in  the  aggregate  fifteen  days  in  six 
months. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  residing  or  having  a 
regular  place  of  business  or  study  within 
twenty  miles  of  the  City  of  Providence,  may 
be  introduced  as  a  guest  not  oftener  than  one 
day  in  four  weeks. 

Sec.  3.  Members  introducing  guests  shall 
be  responsible  for  all  indebtedness  to  the 
Club  incurred  by  any  such  guest. 

Guests  introduced  by  members  shall  have 
all  privileges  of  the  Club  House  and  grounds 
excepting  the  privilege  of  playing  over  the 
links.  Permission  to  use  the  links  may  be 
obtained  for  guests  on  application  to  the 
Steward  and  payment  of  the  fees  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  Governors. 

The  privileges  of  a  guest  may   be   termi- 
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nated  at  any  time  at   the  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Governors. 

The  names  of  all  persons  introduced  into 
the  Club  shall  be  registered,  together  with 
the  names  of  the  members  introducing  them, 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 


Article  VII. — Annual  Meeting. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be 
held  at  the  Club  House,  or  at  such  place  as 
the  Board  of  Governors  may  designate,  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  March  in  each  year. 
The  Secretary  shall  mail  a  written  notice  of 
such  meeting  to  each  member  of  the  Club  at 
least  five  days  before  the  date  of  such  meet- 
ing. Eleven  members  present  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Club  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 
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Article  VIII. 
This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Club  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members,  represented  in  person  or  by  proxy ; 
due  notice  of  any  proposed  amendment  having 
been  mailed  to  each  member  at  his  or  her  last 
known  place  of  residence  at  least  five  days 
previous  to  such  meeting.  A  special  meeting 
of  the  Club  for  this  or  any  other  purpose  may 
be  called  by  the  President  or  any  member  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  at  the  request,  in 
writing,  of  any  five  members  of  the  Club,  and 
upon  like  notice  being  given. 


No  person  shall  be  considered  for  membership 
until  the  proposer  and  seconder  shall  each  have 
written  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  stating  the 
qualifications  of  such  person.

Constitution 


Article  I. —  Name. 
This  club   shall  be   called   the   "Agawam 
Hunt." 

Article  II. —  Object. 
The   "Agawam    Hunt"   is   organized    to 
encourage  and  furnish  for  its  members  out- 
of-door   sports,   and   social   intercourse,   inci- 
dental to  the  same. 

Article  III. —  Management. 

Sec.  i.  The  business  affairs  and  property 
of  the  Club  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  a  Board  of  Governors  com- 
posed of  the  President  and  six  members  of 
the  Club  elected  as  hereinafter  provided. 


Of  the  President. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  be  elected  at 
the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  and 
shall  serve  for  one  year  or  until  his  successor 
is  elected.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors ;  he 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Club  and 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  possess  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually  inci- 
dent to  his  office. 

Of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Sec  3.  At  the  annual  election  in  March, 
1900,  six  members  of  the  Club  shall  be  elected 
Governors,  two  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to 
serve  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two 
for  three  years,  and  thereafter  at  each  annual 
meeting  two  Governors  shall  be  elected  who 


shall  serve  for  three  years  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors after  the  annual  election  they  shall 
elect  from  their  own  number  a  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  possess 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually 
incident  to  these  offices.  The  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  Club,  its 
property  and  management,  it  shall  elect  all 
members,  appoint  all  committees,  delegating 
to  them  such  powers  as  it  shall  see  fit,  fill  all 
vacancies  occurring  during  the  year  in  the 
offices  of  the  Club  or  their  own  numbers,  such 
appointments  to  be  only  until  the  next  annual 
meeting,  and  from  time  to  time  shall  adopt 
by-laws  for  its  own  government  and  the 
government  of  the  Club  not  inconsistent 
with  this  constitution.     Four  members  shall 
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constitute  a  quorum  of  the   Board   of   Gov- 
ernors for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Election  of  Officers. 
Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
election  to  any  office  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Club,  unless  his  name  shall  have  been  pro- 
posed in  writing  to  the  Secretary  as  a  candi- 
date by  five  resident  members  of  the  Club, 
and  posted  on  the  bulletin-board,  with  the 
names  of  his  proposers,  for  at  least  ten  days 
before  such  meeting;  but  this  article  shall 
not  apply  to  officers  elected  to  fill  vacancies 
caused  by  the  removal  of  officers,  as  provided 
in  Section  3  of  this  Article. 

Article  IV. —  Membership. 
Sec  1.      There  shall  be  three  classes  of 
membership,  resident,  non-resident  and  life. 


Any  member  whose  name  shall  have  been 
upon  the  resident  list  of  the  Club  for  five 
consecutive  years  shall  be  entitled  to  become 
a  life  member  upon  the  payment  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  The  number  of 
life  members  of  the  Club  shall  not  exceed 
thirty.  Whenever  a  member  becomes  a  life 
member,  a  vacancy  in  the  resident  member- 
ship shall  be  created  thereby.  Life  members 
shall  have  the  rights  and  privileges  and  be 
subject  to  all  the  penalties  of  the  resident 
members  but  shall  not  be  counted  in  the  limit 
of  membership  and  shall  be  forever  exempt 
from  all  annual  dues. 

Resident  membership  shall  be  limited  to 
four  hundred.  Non-resident  membership 
shall  be  confined  to  persons  not  residing  or 
having  a  regular  place  of  business  or  study 
within  twenty  miles  of  the  city  of  Providence. 
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Non-residents  shall  have  no  vote  in  the  affairs 
of  the  Club.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
membership  who  is  under  seventeen  years  of 
age.  Persons  under  seventeen  years  of  age 
may  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board 
of  Governors  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  2.  Any  candidate  for  membership 
must  be  proposed  and  seconded  in  writing 
by  two  members  of  the  Club,  and  may  become 
a  member  upon  unanimous  election  by  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  present 
at  any  meeting  and  payment  of  entrance  fee 
and  annual  dues  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  3.  Names  of  candidates  for  member- 
ship must  be  sent  with  names  of  proposer  and 
seconder  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  present  same  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  and  upon  their  approval   post 
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same  for  one  week  in  the  Club  House  prior 
to  the  time  of  their  election. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Governors  may  from 
time  to  time,  when  they  deem  it  advisable, 
extend  the  privileges  of  the  Club  to  not  exceed- 
ing twenty -five  persons  at  any  one  time,  for 
six  months,  on  payment  in  advance  of  twenty 
(20)  dollars,  provided,  however,  that  such  six- 
months  members  shall  have  been  proposed, 
seconded  and  balloted  for  and  elected  in  the 
same  manner  provided  for  in  the  election  of 
regular  members.  The  proposer  and  seconder 
of  such  six-months  members  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  any  debts  incurred  by  such  members 
in  the  Club.  Six-months  members  shall  have 
no  vote  in  the  affairs  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Governors  may,  by  a 
six-sevenths  vote  of  its  members,  suspend 
any  member  of  the  Club  for  such  time  as  they 
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may  deem  fit,  or  expel  him  or  her  altogether, 
but  such  member  shall  have  at  least  ten  days' 
notice  of  any  proposition  to  expel  or  suspend 
said  member,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
charges  preferred  against  him,  shall  be  entitled 
to  be  heard  by  the  board  and  to  produce  be- 
fore the  board  such  evidence  in  his  or  her 
defence  as  may  be  desired,  before  final  action 
is  taken ;  and  the  board  shall,  upon  written 
complaint  against  any  member,  addressed  to 
the  President,  and  signed  by  ten  members  of 
the  Club,  not  also  members  of  the  board,  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Board  called  by  the 
President  for  the  purpose,  after  giving  at  least 
ten  days'  notice  to  the  complainants  and  to 
the  accused,  and  furnishing  the  accused  with 
a  copy  of  the  complaint,  with  the  names  of  the 
complainants,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the 
hearing,  hear  such  evidence  as  the  complain- 
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ants  have  to  offer,  and  the  defence  of  the 
accused,  and  upon  consideration  of  the  same 
they  may  suspend  or  expel  the  member,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  Club  by  the  member 
so  suspended  or  expelled. 

Sec.  6.  Any  member  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled from  the  Club  by  a  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  may  appeal  therefrom  to 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Club,  which  the 
President  shall  call  on  the  written  request  of 
ten  members  of  the  Club,  not  also  members 
of  the  board.  And  at  such  meeting,  after  a 
hearing  given  to  both  parties,  the  Club  may, 
provided  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Club  be  present  in  person  or  by  proxy,  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  those  so  present,  reverse 
the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and 
reinstate  the  member. 

Sec.    7.       The   Board   of   Governors   shall 
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accept  the  resignation  of  a  member,  to  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  presentation,  pro- 
vided the  Treasurer  certifies  that  all  his  or 
her  dues  and  indebtedness  to  that  date  have 
been  paid.  The  interest  of  any  member  in 
the  Club  property,  and  liability  on  account 
of  the  Club,  shall  cease  on  his  or  her  resigna- 
tion or  expulsion. 

Article  V. —  Dues. 

Sec.  i.  The  entrance  fee  shall  be  fifty 
dollars  for  resident  members,  and  twenty 
dollars  for  non-resident  members. 

Sec.  2.  Resident  members  shall  pay  annual 
dues  of  twenty-five  dollars,  and  non-resident 
members  fifteen  dollars,  payable  semi-annually 
in  advance,  one-half  March  ist  and  one-half 
September  ist,  in  each  year. 
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Sec.  3.  Members  who  shall  be  elected 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  June,  or  the  first  day 
of  December  in  any  year,  shall  be  liable  for 
the  current  semi-annual  dues  ;  but  if  elected 
after  the  first  day  of  June  or  the  first  day  of 
December,  they  shall  be  liable  for  only  one- 
half  of  the  current  semi-annual  dues. 

Sec  4.  If  any  member-elect  fails  to  pay 
his  or  her  entrance  fee  and  dues  within  thirty 
days  of  his  or  her  election,  unless  excused  by 
the  Board  of  Governors,  such  election  shall  be 
void,  and  his  or  her  name  shall  not  be  again 
proposed  within  six  months. 

Sec  5.  Any  member  failing  to  pay  his  or 
her  dues,  assessments  or  other  obligations  for 
the  period  of  one  month  after  notice  thereof 
shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Club,  unless 
reinstated  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  Due 
notice   of    such    obligations    signed    by    the 
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Treasurer  and  mailed  to  the  member  in  de- 
fault, at  his  or  her  last  known  place  of  resi- 
dence, shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  article. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall 
be  exempt  from  annual  dues. 

Article  VI. — Guests. 

Sec  i.  Any  member  may  introduce  any 
person,  not  residing  or  having  a  regular  place 
of  business  or  study  within  twenty  miles  of 
the  City  of  Providence,  as  a  guest,  at  such 
times  and  for  such  a  number  of  days  as 
the  member  introducing  may  choose,  not  ex- 
ceeding in  the  aggregate  fifteen  days  in  six 
months. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  residing  or  having  a 
regular  place  of  business  or  study  within 
twenty  miles  of  the  City  of  Providence  may 
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be  introduced  as  a  guest  not  oftener  than  one 
day  in  four  weeks. 

Sec.  3.  Members  introducing  guests  shall 
be  responsible  for  all  indebtedness  to  the 
Club  incurred  by  any  such  guest. 

Guests  introduced  by  members  shall  have 
all  privileges  of  the  Club  House  and  grounds 
excepting  the  privilege  of  playing  over  the 
links.  Permission  to  use  the  links  may  be 
obtained  for  guests  on  application  to  the 
Steward  and  payment  of  the  fees  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  Governors. 

The  privileges  of  a  guest  may  be  termi- 
nated at  any  time  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Governors. 

The  names  of  all  persons  introduced  into 
the  Club  shall  be  registered,  together  with 
the  names  of  the  members  introducing  them, 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 
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Article  VII. —  Annual  Meeting. 
The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be 
held  at  the  Club  House,  or  at  such  place  as 
the  Board  of  Governors  may  designate,  on 
the  third  Tuesday  of  March  in  each  year. 
The  Secretary  shall  mail  a  written  notice  of 
such  meeting  to  each  member  of  the  Club  at 
least  five  days  before  the  date  of  such  meet- 
ing. Eleven  members  present  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Club  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Article  VIII. 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Club  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members,  represented  in  person  or  by  proxy ; 
due  notice  of  any  proposed  amendment  having 
been  mailed  to  each  member  at  his  or  her  last 
known  place  of  residence  at  least  five  days 
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previous  to  such  meeting.  A  special  meeting 
of  the  Club  for  this  or  any  other  purpose  may 
be  called  by  the  President  or  any  member  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  at  the  request,  in 
writing,  of  any  five  members  of  the  Club,  and 
upon  like  notice  being  given. 


No  person  shall  be  considered  for  membership 
until  the  proposer  and  seconder  shall  each  have 
written  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  stating  the 
qualifications  of  such  person

Constitution 


Article  I. —  Name. 

This  club  shall  be  called  the  "Agawam 
Hunt." 

Article  II. —  Object. 

The  "  Agawam  Hunt"  is  organized  to 
encourage  and  furnish  for  its  members  out- 
of-door  sports,  and  social  intercourse,  inci- 
dental to  the  same. 

Article  III. —  Management. 

Sec.  i.  The  business  affairs  and  property 
of  the  Club  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  a  board  of  Governors  com- 
posed of  the  President  and  six  members  of 
the  Club  elected  as  hereinafter  provided. 


Of  the   President. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  be  elected  at 
the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  and 
shall  serve  for  one  year  or  until  his  successor 
is  elected.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors ;  he 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Club  and 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  possess  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually  inci- 
dent to  his  office. 

Of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  annual  election  in  March, 
1900,  six  members  of  the  Club  shall  be  elected 
Governors,  two  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to 
serve  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two 
for  three  years,  and  thereafter  at  each  annual 
meeting  two  Governors  shall  be  elected  who 


shall  serve  for  three  years  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors after  the  annual  election  they  shall 
elect  from  their  own  number  a  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  possess 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually 
incident  to  these  offices.  The  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  Club,  its 
property  and  management,  it  shall  elect  all 
members,  appoint  all  committees,  delegating 
to  them  such  powers  as  it  shall  see  fit,  fill  all 
vacancies  occurring  during  the  year  in  the 
offices  of  the  Club  or  their  own  numbers,  such 
appointments  to  be  only  until  the  next  annual 
meeting,  and  from  time  to  time  shall  adopt 
by-laws  for  its  own  government  and  the 
government  of  the  Club  not  inconsistent 
with  this  constitution.     Four  members  shall 
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constitute  a   quorum   of  the   Board  of  Gov- 
ernors for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Election  of  Officers. 
Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
election  to  any  office  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Club,  unless  his  name  shall  have  been  pro- 
posed in  writing  to  the  Secretary  as  a  candi- 
date by  five  resident  members  of  the  Club, 
and  posted  on  the  bulletin -board,  with  the 
names  of  his  proposers,  for  at  least  ten  days 
before  such  meeting ;  but  this  article  shall 
not  apply  to  officers  elected  to  fill  vacancies 
caused  by  the  removal  of  officers,  as  provided 
in  Section  3  of  this  Article. 

Article   IV. —  Membership. 
Sec  1.     There    shall    be  three   classes   of 
membership,  resident,  non-resident,  and  life. 


Any  member  whose  name  shall  have  been 
upon  the  resident  list  of  the  Club  for  five 
consecutive  years  shall  be  entitled  to  become 
a  life  member  upon  the  payment  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  The  number  of 
life  members  of  the  Club  shall  not  exceed 
thirty.  Whenever  a  member  becomes  a  life 
member,  a  vacancy  in  the  resident  member- 
ship shall  be  created  thereby.  Life  members 
shall  have  the  rights  and  privileges  and  be 
subject  to  all  the  penalties  of  the  resident 
members  but  shall  not  be  counted  in  the  limit 
of  membership  and  shall  be  forever  exempt 
from  all  annual  dues. 

Resident  membership  shall  be  limited  to 
four  hundred.  Non-resident  membership 
shall  be  confined  to  persons  not  residing  or 
having  a  regular  place  of  business  or  study 
within  twenty  miles  of  the  city  of  Providence. 
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Non-residents  shall  have  no  vote  in  the  affairs 
of  the  Club.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
membership  who  is  under  seventeen  years  of 
age.  Persons  under  seventeen  years  of  age 
may  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board 
of  Governors  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  2.  Any  candidate  for  membership 
must  be  proposed  and  seconded  in  writing 
by  two  members  of  the  Club,  and  may  become 
a  member  upon  unanimous  election  by  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  present 
at  any  meeting  and  payment  of  entrance  fee 
and  annual  dues  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  3.  Names  of  candidates  for  member- 
ship must  be  sent  with  names  of  proposer  and 
seconder  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  present  same  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  and  upon  their  approval  post

same  for  one  week  in  the  Club  House  prior 
to  the  time  of  their  election. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Governors  may  from 
time  to  time,  when  they  deem  it  advisable, 
extend  the  privileges  of  the  Club  to  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  persons  at  any  one  time,  for 
six  months,  on  payment  in  advance  of  twenty 
(20)  dollars,  provided,  however,  that  such  six- 
months  members  shall  have  been  proposed, 
seconded  and  balloted  for  and  elected  in  the 
same  manner  provided  for  in  the  election  of 
regular  members.  The  proposer  and  seconder 
of  such  six-months  members  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  any  debts  incurred  by  such  members 
in  the  Club.  Six-months  members  shall  have 
no  vote  in  the  affairs  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Governors  may,  by  a 
six-sevenths  vote  of  its  members,  suspend 
any  member  of  the  Club  for  such  time  as  they 
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may  deem  fit,  or  expel  him  or  her  altogether, 
but  such  member  shall  have  at  least  ten  days' 
notice  of  any  proposition  to  expel  or  suspend 
said  member,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
charges  preferred  against  him,  shall  be  entitled 
to  be  heard  by  the  board  and  to  produce  be- 
fore the  board  such  evidence  in  his  or  her 
defence  as  may  be  desired,  before  final  action 
is  taken ;  and  the  board  shall,  upon  written 
complaint  against  any  member,  addressed  to 
the  President,  and  signed  by  ten  members  of 
the  Club,  not  also  members  of  the  board,  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Board  called  by  the 
President  for  the  purpose,  after  giving  at  least 
ten  days'  notice  to  the  complainants  and  to 
the  accused,  and  furnishing  the  accused  with 
a  copy  of  the  complaint,  with  the  names  of  the 
complainants,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the 
hearing,  hear  such  evidence  as  the  complain- 
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ants  have  to  offer,  and  the  defence  of  the 
accused,  and  upon  consideration  of  the  same 
they  may  suspend  or  expel  the  member,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  Club  by  the  member 
so  suspended  or  expelled. 

Sec  6.  Any  member  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled from  the  Club  by  a  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  may  appeal  therefrom  to 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Club,  which  the 
President  shall  call  on  the  written  request  of 
ten  members  of  the  Club,  not  also  members 
of  the  board.  And  at  such  meeting,  after  a 
hearing  given  to  both  parties,  the  Club  may, 
provided  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Club  be  present  in  person  or  by  proxy,  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  those  so  present,  reverse 
the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and 
reinstate  the  member. 

Sec.  7.     The    Board    of    Governors    shall 
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accept  the  resignation  of  a  member,  to  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  presentation,  pro- 
vided the  Treasurer  certifies  that  all  his  or 
her  dues  and  indebtedness  to  that  date  have 
been  paid.  The  interest  of  any  member  in 
the  Club  property,  and  liability  on  account 
of  the  Club,  shall  cease  on  his  or  her  resigna- 
tion or  expulsion. 

Article  V. —  Dues. 

Sec.  i  The  entrance  fee  shall  be  fifty 
dollars  for  resident  members,  and  twenty 
dollars  for  non-resident  members. 

Sec.  2.  Resident  members  shall  pay  annual 
dues  of  twenty-five  dollars,  and  non-resident 
members  fifteen  dollars,  payable  semi-annually 
in  advance,  one-half  March  ist  and  one-half 
September  ist,  in  each  year. 
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Sec.  3.  Members  who  shall  be  elected 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  June,  or  the  first  day 
of  December  in  any  year,  shall  be  liable  for 
the  current  semi-annual  dues  ;  but  if  elected 
after  the  first  day  of  June  or  the  first  day  of 
December,  they  shall  be  liable  for  only  one- 
half  of  the  current  semi-annual  dues. 

Sec  4.  If  any  member-elect  fails  to  pay 
his  or  her  entrance  fee  and  dues  within  thirty 
days  of  his  or  her  election,  unless  excused  by 
the  Board  of  Governors,  such  election  shall  be 
void,  and  his  or  her  name  shall  not  be  again 
proposed  within  six-months. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  failing  to  pay  his  or 
her  dues,  assessments  or  other  obligations  for 
the  period  of  one  month  after  notice  thereof 
shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Club,  unless 
reinstated  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  Due 
notice    of   such    obligations    signed    by    the 
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Treasurer  and  mailed  to  the  member  in  de- 
fault, at  his  or  her  last  known  place  of  resi- 
dence, shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  article. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall 
be  exempt  from  annual  dues. 

Article  VI. —  Guests. 

Sec.  i.  Any  member  may  introduce  any 
person,  not  residing  or  having  a  regular  place 
of  business  or  study  within  twenty  miles  of 
the  City  of  Providence,  as  a  guest,  at  such 
times  and  for  such  a  number  of  days  as 
the  member  introducing  may  choose,  not  ex- 
ceeding in  the  aggregate  fifteen  days  in  six 
months. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  residing  or  having  a 
regular  place  of  business  or  study  within 
twenty  miles  of  the  City  of  Providence  may 
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be  introduced  as  a  guest  not  oftener  than  one 
day  in  four  weeks. 

Sec.  3.  Members  introducing  guests  shall 
be  responsible  for  all  indebtedness  to  the 
Club  incurred  by  any  such  guest. 

Guests  introduced  by  members  shall  have 
all  privileges  of  the  Club  House  and  grounds 
excepting  the  privilege  of  playing  over  the 
links.  Permission  to  use  the  links  may  be 
obtained  for  guests  on  application  to  the 
Steward  and  payment  of  the  fees  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  Governors. 

The  privileges  of  a  guest  may  be  termi- 
nated at  any  time  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Governors. 

The  names  of  all  persons  introduced  into 
the  Club  shall  be  registered,  together  with 
the  names  of  the  members  introducing  them, 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 
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Article  VII. —  Annual  Meeting. 
The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be 
held  at  the  Club  House,  or  at  such  place  as 
the  Board  of  Governors  may  designate,  on 
the  third  Tuesday  of  March  in  each  year. 
The  Secretary  shall  mail  a  written  notice  of 
such  meeting  to  each  member  of  the  Club  at 
least  five  days  before  the  date  of  such  meet- 
ing. Eleven  members  present  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Club  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Article  VIII. 
This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Club  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members,  represented  in  person  or  by  proxy  ; 
due  notice  of  any  proposed  amendment  having 
been  mailed  to  each  member  at  his  or  her  last 
known  place  of  residence  a  least   five  days 
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previous  to  such  meeting.  A  special  meeting 
of  the  Club  for  this  or  any  other  purpose  may 
be  called  by  the  President  or  any  member  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  at  the  request,  in 
writing,  of  any  five  members  of  the  Club,  and 
upon  like  notice  being  given. 


No  person  shall  be  considered  for  membership 
until  the  proposer  and  seconder  shall  each  have 
written  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  stating  the 
qualifications  of  such  person .

Constitution 


Article  I. —  Name. 

This  club  shall  be  called  the  "Agawam 
Hunt." 

Article  II. —  Object. 

The  (< Agawam  Hunt"  is  organized  to 
encourage  and  furnish  for  its  members  out- 
of-door  sports,  and  social  intercourse,  inci- 
dental to  the  same. 

Article  III. —  Management. 

Sec.  i.  The  business  affairs  and  property 
of  the  Club  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  a  board  of  Governors  com- 
posed of  the  President  and  six  members  of 
the  Club  elected  as  hereinafter  provided. 


Of  the  President.  i 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  be  elected  at  I1 
the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  and  J 
shall  serve  for  one  year  or  until  his  successor  I1 
is  elected.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  I 
and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors ;  he  I 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Club  and  I 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  possess  the  1 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually  inci-  ji 
dent  to  his  office. 

Of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Sec  3.  At  the  annual  election  in  March,  ji 
1900,  six  members  of  the  Club  shall  be  elected  j 
Governors,  two  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  ji 
serve  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  9 
for  three  years,  and  thereafter  at  each  annual  I ; 
meeting  two  Governors  shall  be  elected  who  1 


shall  serve  for  three  years  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors after  the  annual  election  they  shall 
elect  from  their  own  number  a  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  possess 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually 
incident  to  these  offices.  The  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  Club,  its 
property  and  management,  it  shall  elect  all 
members,  appoint  all  committees,  delegating 
to  them  such  powers  as  it  shall  see  fit,  fill  all 
vacancies  occurring  during  the  year  in  the 
offices  of  the  Club  or  their  own  numbers,  such 
appointments  to  be  only  until  the  next  annual 
meeting,  and  from  time  to  time  shall  adopt 
by-laws  for  its  own  government  and  the 
government  of  the  Club  not  inconsistent 
with  this  constitution.      Four  members  shall 
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constitute  a  quorum  of   the   Board   of   Gov- 
ernors for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Election  of  Officers. 
Sec.  4  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
election  to  any  office  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Club,  unless  his  name  shall  have  been  pro- 
posed in  writing  to  the  Secretary  as  a  candi- 
date by  five  resident  members  of  the  Club, 
and  posted  on  the  bulletin-board,  with  the 
names  of  his  proposers,  for  at  least  ten  days 
before  such  meeting;  but  this  article  shall 
not  apply  to  officers  elected  to  fill  vacancies 
caused  by  the  removal  of  officers,  as  provided 
in  Section  3  of  this  Article. 

Article  IV. —  Membership. 
Sec   1.      There  shall  be  three  classes  of 
membership,  resident,  non-resident,  and  life. 


Any  member  whose  name  shall  have  been 
upon  the  resident  list  of  the  Club  for  five 
consecutive  years  shall  be  entitled  to  become 
a  life  member  upon  the  payment  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  The  number  of 
life  members  of  the  Club  shall  not  exceed 
thirty.  Whenever  a  member  becomes  a  life 
member,  a  vacancy  in  the  resident  member- 
ship shall  be  created  thereby.  Life  members 
shall  have  the  rights  and  privileges  and  be 
subect  to  all  the  penalties  of  the  resident 
members  but  shall  not  be  counted  in  the  limit 
of  membership  and  shall  be  forever  exempt 
from  all  annual  dues. 

Resident  membership  shall  be  limited  to 
four  hundred.  Non-resident  membership 
shall  be  confined  to  persons  not  residing  or 
having  a  regular  place  of  business  or  study 
within  twenty  miles  of  the  city  of  Providence. 
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Non-residents  shall  have  no  vote  in  the  affairs 
of  the  Club.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
membership  who  is  under  seventeen  years  of 
age.  Persons  under  seventeen  years  of  age 
may  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board 
of  Governors  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  2.  Any  candidate  for  membership 
must  be  proposed  and  seconded  in  writing 
by  two  members  of  the  Club,  and  may  become 
a  member  upon  unanimous  election  by  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  present 
at  any  meeting  and  payment  of  entrance  fee 
and  annual  dues  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  3.  Names  of  candidates  for  member- 
ship must  be  sent  with  names  of  proposer  and 
seconder  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  present  same  to  the  Board 
of   Governors  and  upon  their  approval   post 
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same  for  one  week  in  the  Club  House  prior 
to  the  time  of  their  election. 

Sec.  4.     The  Board  of  Governors  may  from 
time  to  time,  when  they  deem  it  advisable, 
extend  the  privileges  of  the  Club  to  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  persons  at  any  one  time,  for 
six  months,  on  payment  in  advance  of  twenty 
!(2o)  dollars,  provided,  however,  that  such  six- 
!|  months  members  shall  have  been  proposed, 
seconded  and  balloted  for  and  elected  in  the 
ij  same  manner  provided  for  in  the  election  of 
:!  regular  members.    The  proposer  and  seconder 
of  such  six-months  members  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  any  debts  incurred  by  such  members 
in  the  Club.     Six-months  members  shall  have 
no  vote  in  the  affairs  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Governors  may,  by 
a  six-sevenths  vote  of  its  members,  suspend 
any  member  of  the  Club  for  such  time  as  they 
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may  deem  fit,  or  expel  him  or  her  altogether, 
but  such  member  shall  have  at  least  ten  days* 
notice  of  any  proposition  to  expel  or  suspend 
said  member,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
charges  preferred  against  him,  shall  be  entitled 
to  be  heard  by  the  board  and  to  produce  be- 
fore the  board  such  evidence  in  his  or  her 
defence  as  may  be  desired,  before  final  action 
is  taken ;  and  the  board  shall,  upon  written 
complaint  against  any  member,  addressed  to 
the  President,  and  signed  by  ten  members  of 
the  Club,  not  also  members  of  the  board,  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Board  called  by  the 
President  for  the  purpose,  after  giving  at  least 
ten  days'  notice  to  the  complainants  and  to 
the  accused,  and  furnishing  the  accused  with 
a  copy  of  the  complaint,  with  the  names  of  the 
complainants,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the 
hearing,  hear  such  evidence  as  the  complain- 
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ants  have  to  offer,  and  the  defence  of  the 
accused,  and  upon  consideration  of  the  same 
they  may  suspend  or  expel  the  member,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  Club  by  the  member 
so  suspended  or  expelled. 

Sec.  6.  Any  member  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled from  the  Club  by  a  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  may  appeal  therefrom  to 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Club,  which  the 
President  shall  call  on  the  written  request  of 
ten  members  of  the  Club,  not  also  members 
of  the  board.  And  at  such  meeting,  after  a 
hearing  given  to  both  parties,  the  Club  may, 
provided  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Club  be  present  in  person  or  by  proxy,  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  those  so  present,  reverse 
the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and 
reinstate  the  member. 

Sec.  7.     The    Board    of    Governors    shall 
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accept  the  resignation  of  a  member,  to  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  presentation,  pro- 
vided the  Treasurer  certifies  that  all  his  or 
her  dues  and  indebtedness  to  that  date  have 
been  paid.  The  interest  of  any  member  in 
the  Club  property,  and  liability  on  account 
of  the  Club,  shall  cease  on  his  or  her  resigna- 
tion or  expulsion. 

Article  V. —  Dues. 

Sec  i.  The  entrance  fee  shall  be  fifty 
dollars  for  resident  members,  and  twenty 
dollars  for  non-resident  members. 

Sec.  2.  Resident  members  shall  pay  annual 
dues  of  twenty-five  dollars,  and  non-resident 
members  fifteen  dollars,  payable  semi-annually 
in  advance,  one-half  March  ist  and  one-half 
September  ist,  in  each  year. 
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Sec.  3.  Members  who  shall  be  elected 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  June,  or  the  first  day 
of  December  in  any  year,  shall  be  liable  for 
the  current  semi-annual  dues  ;  but  if  elected 
after  the  first  day  of  June  or  the  first  day  of 
December,  they  shall  be  liable  for  only  one- 
half  of  the  current  semi-annual  dues. 

Sec  4.  If  any  member-elect  fails  to  pay 
his  or  her  entrance  fee  and  dues  within  thirty 
days  of  his  or  her  election,  unless  excused  by 
the  Board  of  Governors,  such  election  shall  be 
void,  and  his  or  her  name  shall  not  be  again 
proposed  within  six  months. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  failing  to  pay  his  or 
her  dues,  assessments  or  other  obligations  for 
the  period  of  one  month  after  notice  thereof 
shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Club,  unless 
reinstated  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  Due 
notice    of    such    obligations    signed    by   the 
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Treasurer  and  mailed  to  the  member  in  de- 
fault, at  his  or  her  last  known  place  of  resi- 
dence, shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  article. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall 
be  exempt  from  annual  dues. 

Article  VI. —  Guests. 

Sec  i.  Any  member  may  introduce  any 
person,  not  residing  or  having  a  regular  place 
of  business  or  study  within  twenty  miles  of 
the  City  of  Providence,  as  a  guest,  at  such 
times  and  for  such  a  number  of  days  as 
the  member  introducing  may  choose,  not  ex- 
ceeding in  the  aggregate  fifteen  days  in  six 
months. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  residing  or  having  a 
regular  place  of  business  or  study  within 
twenty  miles  of  the  City  of  Providence  may 
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be  introduced  as  a  guest  not  oftener  than  one 
day  in  four  weeks. 

Sec.  3.  Members  introducing  guests  shall 
be  responsible  for  all  indebtedness  to  the 
Club  incurred  by  any  such  guest. 

Guests  introduced  by  members  shall  have 
all  privileges  of  the  Club  House  and  grounds 
excepting  the  privilege  of  playing  over  the 
links.  Permission  to  use  the  links  may  be 
obtained  for  guests  on  application  to  the 
Steward  and  payment  of  the  fees  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  Governors. 

The  privileges  of  a  guest  may  be  termi- 
nated at  any  time  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Governors. 

The  names  of  all  persons  introduced  into 
the  Club  shall  be  registered,  together  with 
the  names  of  the  members  introducing  them, 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 
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Article  VII. —  Annual  Meeting. 
The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be 
held  at  the  Club  House,  or  at  such  place  as 
the  Board  of  Governors  may  designate,  on 
the  third  Tuesday  of  March  in  each  year. 
The  Secretary  shall  mail  a  written  notice  of 
such  meeting  to  each  member  of  the  Club  at 
least  five  days  before  the  date  of  such  meet- 
ing. Eleven  members  present  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Club  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Article  VIII. 
This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Club  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members,  represented  in  person  or  by  proxy  ; 
due  notice  of  any  proposed  amendment  having 
been  mailed  to  each  member  at  his  or  her  last 
known  place  of  residence  at  least  five  days 
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previous  to  such  meeting.  A  special  meeting 
of  the  Club  for  this  or  any  other  purpose  may 
be  called  by  the  President  or  any  member  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  at  the  request,  in 
writing,  of  any  five  members  of  the  Club,  and 
upon  like  notice  being  given. 


No  person  shall  be  considered  for  membership 
until  the  proposer  and  seconder  shall  each  have 
written  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  stating  the 
qualifications  of  such  person.

Constitution 


Article  I. — Name. 
This    club    shall,  be    called    the    "Agawam 
Hunt." 

Article  II. — Object. 
The    "Agawam    Hunt''    is    organized    to 
encourage  and   furnish   for  its  members  out- 
of-door    sports,    and    social    intercourse,    inci- 
dental to  the  same. 

Article  III. — Management. 

Sec.  i.  The  business  affairs  and  property 
of  the  Club  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  a  board  of  Governors  com- 
posed of  the  President  and  six  members  of 
the  Club  elected  as  hereinafter  provided. 


Of  the  President. 

Sec.  2.  The-  President  shall  be  elected  at 
the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  and 
shall  serve  for  one  year  or  until  his  successor 
is  elected.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors ;  he 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Club  and 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  possess  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually  inci- 
dent to  his  office. 

Of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  annual  election  in  March, 
1900,  six  members  of  the  Club  shall  be  elected 
Governors,  two  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to 
serve  one  year,  two  for  two  years,,  and  two 
for  three  years,  and  thereafter  at  each  annual 
meeting  two   Governors   shall   be  elected   who 


shall  serve  for  three  years  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Hoard  of  Gov- 
ernors after  the  annual  election  they  shall 
elect  from  their  own  number  a  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  possess 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually 
incident  to  these  offices:  The  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  Club,  its 
property  and  management,  it  .shall  elect  all 
members,  appoint  all  committees,  delegating 
to  them  such  powers  as  it  Shall  see  fit,  fill  all 
vacancies  occurring  during  the  year  in  the 
offices  of  the  Club  or  their  own  numbers,  such 
appointments  to  be  only  until  the  next  annual 
meeting,  and  from  time  to  time  shall  adopt 
by-laws  for  its  own  government  and  the 
government  of  the  Club  not  inconsistent 
with   this   constitution.       Four   members    shall

constitute   a   quorum   of  the    Board   of   Gov- 
ernors for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Election  of  Officers. 
Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
election  to  any  office  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Club,  unless  his  name  shall  have  been  pro- 
posed in  writing  to  the  Secretary  as  a  candi- 
date by  five  resident  members  of  the  Club, 
and  posted  on  the  bulletin-board,  with  the 
names  of  his  proposers,  for  at  least  ten  days 
before  such  meeting;  but  this  article  shall 
not  apply  to  officers  elected  to  fill  vacancies 
caused  by  the  removal  of  officers,  as  provided 
in  Section  3  of  this  Article. 

Article  IV. — Membership. 
Sec.    1.      There    shall   be   three   classes   of 
membership,   resident,  non-resident,   and   life. 


Any  member  whose  name  shall  have  been 
upon  the  resident  list  of  the  Club  for  five 
consecutive  years  Shall  be  entitled  to  become 
a  life  member  upon  the  payment  of  three 
hundred  dollars.  The  number  of  life  members 
of  the  Club  shall  not  exceed  forty.  When- 
ever a  member  becomes  a  life  member,  a 
vacancy  in  the  resident  membership  shall  be 
created  thereby.  Life  members  shall  have  the 
rights  and  privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
penalties  of  the  resident  members  but  shall  not 
be  counted  in  the  limit  of  membership  and 
shall  be  forever  exempt  from  all  annual  dues. 

Resident  membership  shall  be  limited  to 
four  hundred.  Non-resident  membership 
shall  be  confined  to  persons  not  residing  or 
having  a  regular  place  of  business  or  study 
within  twenty  miles  of  the  city  of  Providence. 
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Non-residents  shall  have  no  vote  in  the  affairs 
of  the  Club.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
membership  who  is  under  seventeen  years  of 
age.  Persons  under  seventeen  years  of  age 
may  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board 
of  Governors  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  2.  Any  candidate  for  membership 
must  be  proposed  and  seconded  in  writing 
by  two  members  of  the  Club,  and  may  become 
a  member  upon  unanimous  election  by  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  present 
at  any  meeting  and  payment  of  entrance  fee 
and  annual  dues  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  3.  Names  of  candidates  for  member- 
ship must  be  sent  with  names  of  proposer  and 
seconder  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  present  same  to  the  Board 
of    Governors    and   upon    their   approval    post 
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same  for  one  week  in  the  Club  House  prior 
to  the  time  of  their  election. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Governors  may  from 
time  to  time,  when  they  deem  it  advisable, 
extend  the  privileges  of  the  Club  to  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  persons  at  any  one  time,  for 
six  months,  on  payment  in  advance  of  twenty 
(  20 )  dollars,  provided,  however,  that  such  six- 
months  members  shall  have  been  proposed, 
seconded  and  balloted  for  and  elected  in  the 
same  manner  provided  for  in  the  election  of 
regular  members.  The  proposer  and  seconder 
of  such  six-months  members  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  any  debts  incurred  by  such  members 
in  the  Club.  Six-months  members  shall  have 
no  vote  in  the  affairs  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Governors  may,  by 
a  six-sevenths  vote  of  its  members,  suspend 
any  member  of  the  Club  for  such  time  as  they 
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may  deem  fit,  or  expel  him  or  her  altogether, 
but  such  member  shall  have  at  least  ten  days' 
notice  of  any  proposition  to  expel  or  suspend 
said  member,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
charges  preferred  against  him,  shall  be  entitled 
to  be  heard  by  the  board  and  to  produce  be- 
fore the  board  such  evidence  in  his  or  her 
defence  as  may  be  desired,  before  final  action 
is  taken;  and  the  board  shall,  upon  written 
complaint  against  any  member,  addressed  to 
the  President,  and  signed  by  ten  members  of 
the  Club,  not  also  members  of  the  board,  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Board  called  by  the 
President  for  the  purpose,  after  giving  at  least 
ten  days'  notice  to  the  complainants  and  to 
the  accused,  and  furnishing  the  accused  with 
a  copy  of  the  complaint,  with  the  names  of  the 
complainants,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the 
hearing,  hear  such  evidence  as  the  complain- 
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ants  have  to  offer,  and  the  defence  of  the 
accused,  and  upon  consideration  of  the  same 
they  may  suspend  or  expel  the  member,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  Club  by  the  member 
so  suspended  or  expelled. 

Sec.  6.  Any  member  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled from  the  Club  by  a  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  may  appeal  therefrom  to 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Club,  which  the 
President  shall  call  on  the  written  request  of 
ten  members  of  the  Club,  not  also  members 
of  the  board.  And  at  such  meeting,  after  a 
hearing  given  to  both  parties,  the  Club  may, 
provided  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Club  be  present  in  person  or  by  proxy,  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  those  so  present,  reverse 
the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and' 
reinstate  the  member. 

Skc.    7.     The    Board    of    Governors    shall 
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accept  the  resignation  of  a  member,  to  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  presentation,  pro- 
vided the  Treasurer  certifies  that  all  his  or 
her  dues  and  indebtedness  to  that  date  have 
been  paid.  The  interest  of  any  member  in 
the  Club  property,  and  liability  on  account 
of  the  Club,  shall  cease  on  his  or  her  resigna- 
tion or  expulsion. 

Article  V. — Dues. 

Sec.  i.  The  entrance  fee  shall  be  sixty 
dollars  for  resident  members,  and  twenty 
dollars  for  non-resident  members. 

Sec.  2.  Resident  members  shall  pay  annual 
dues  of  thirty  dollars,  and  non-resident  mem- 
bers fifteen  dollars,  payable  semi-annually  in 
advance,  one-half  March  ist  and  one-half 
September  ist,  in  each  year. 
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Sec.  3.  Members  who  shall  be  elected 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  June,  or  the  first  day 
of  December  in  any  year,  shall  be  liable  for 
the  current  semi-annual  clues;  but  if  elected 
after  the  first  day  of  June  or  the  first  day  of 
December,  they  shall  be  liable  for  only  one- 
half  of  the  current  semi-annual  dues. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  member-elect  fails  to  pay 
his  or  her  entrance  fee  and  dues  within  thirty 
days  of  his  or  her  election,  unless  excused  by 
the  Board  of  Governors,  such  election  shall  be 
void,  and  his  or  her  name  shall  not  be  again 
proposed  within  six  months. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  failing  to  pay  his  or 
her  dues,  assessments  or  other  obligations  for 
the  period  of  one  month  after  notice  thereof 
shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Club,  unless 
reinstated  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  Due 
notice     of     such     obligations     signed     by     the

Treasurer  and  mailed  to  the  member  in  de- 
fault, at  his  or  .her  last  known  place  of  resi- 
dence, shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  article. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall 
be  exempt  from  annual  dues. 

Article  VI. — Guests. 

Sec.  i.  Any  member  may  introduce  any 
person,  not  residing  or  having  a  regular  place 
of  business  or  study  within  twenty  miles  of 
the  City  of  Providence,  as  a  guest,  at  such 
times  and  for  such  a  number  of  days  as 
the  member  introducing  may  choose,  not  ex- 
ceeding in  the  aggregate  fifteen  days  in  six 
months. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  residing  or  having  a 
regular  place  of  business  or  study  within 
twenty  miles  of  the  City  of  Providence  may

be  introduced  as  a  guest  not  oftener  than  one 
day  in  four  weeks. 

Sec.  3.  Members  introducing  guests  shall 
be  responsible  for  all  indebtedness  to  the 
Club  incurred  by  any  such  guest. 

Guests  introduced  by  members  shall  have 
all  privileges  of  the  Club  House  and  grounds 
excepting  the  privilege  of  playing  over  the 
links.  Permission  to  use  the  links  may  be 
obtained  for  guests  on  application  to  the 
Steward  and  payment  of  the  fees  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  Governors. 

The  privileges  of  a  guest  may  be  termi- 
nated at  any  time  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Hoard  of  Governors. 

The  names  of  all  persons  introduced  into 
the  Club  shall  be  registered,  together  with 
the  names  of  the  members  introducing  them, 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 
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Article  VII. — Annual  Meeting. 
The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be 
held  at  the  Club  House,  or  at  such  place  as 
the  Board  of  Governors  may  designate,  on 
the  third  Tuesday  of  March  in  each  year. 
The  Secretary  shall  mail  a  written  notice  of 
such  meeting  to  each  member  of  the  Club  at 
least  five  days  before  the  date  of  such  meet- 
ing. Eleven  members  present  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Club  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Article  VIII. 
This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Club  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members,  represented  in  person  or  by  proxy ; 
due  notice  of  any  proposed  amendment  having 
been  mailed  to  each  member  at  his  or  her  last 
known   place   of   residence   at   least   five   days 
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previous  to  such  meeting.  A  special  meeting 
of  the  Club  for  this  or  any  other  purpose  may 
be  called  by  the  President  or  any  member  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  at  the  request,  in 
writing,  of  any  five  members  of  the  Club,  and 
upon  like  notice  being  given. 


No  person  shall  be  considered  for  member- 
ship until  the  proposer  and  seconder  shall  each 
have  written  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  stating 
the  qualifications  of  such  person.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I.-NAME. 
This    club    shall    be    called    the    "AGAWAM 

HUNT." 


ARTICLE  Il-OBJECT. 

The  "AGAWAM  HUNT"  is  organized  to  en- 
courage and  furnish  for  its  members  out-of-door 
sports,  and  social  intercourse,  incidental  to  the  same. 

ARTICLE  III.-MANAGEMENT. 

Section  /.  The  business  affairs  and  property 
of  the  club  shall  be  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  a  Board  of  Governors  composed  of  the  Pres- 
ident and  six  members  of  the  Club  elected  as  here- 
inafter provided. 


OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  elected 
at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  and  shall 
serve  for  one  year  or  until  his  successor  is  elected.  He 
shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  and  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Governors;  he  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  pos- 
sess the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  usually  incident 
to   his  office. 

OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS. 

Section  3.  At  the  annual  election  in  March, 
1900,  six  members  of  the  Club  shall  be  elected 
Governors,  two  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve 
one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  for  three  years, 
and  thereafter  at  each  annual  meeting  two  Governors 
shall  be  elected  who  shall  serve  for  three  years  or 
until  their  successors  are  elected. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Governors  after 
the  annual  election  they  shall  elect  from  their  own 


number  a  Vice-President,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  possess  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  usually  incident  to  these  offices.  The  Board 
of  Governors  shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  Club, 
its  property  and  management,  it  shall  elect  all  mem- 
bers, appoint  all  committees,  delegating  to  them  such 
powers  as  it  shall  see  fit,  fill  all  vacancies  occurring 
during  the  year  in  the  offices  of  the  Club  or  their  own 
numbers,  such  appointments  to  be  only  until  the  next 
annual  meeting,  and  from  time  to  time  shall  adopt 
by-laws  for  its  own  government  and  the  government 
of  the  Club  not  inconsistent  with  this  constitution. 
Four  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Board 
of  Governors  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  4,  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
election  to  any  office  at  any  meeting  of  the  Club, 
unless  his  name  shall  have  been  proposed  in  writing 
to  the  Secretary  as  a  candidate  by  five  resident  mem- 
bers of  the  Club,  and  posted  on  the  bulletin-board, 
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with  the  names  of  his  proposers,  for  at  least  ten  days 
before  such  meeting;  but  this  article  shall  not  apply 
to  officers  elected  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  the  re- 
moval of  officers,  as  provided  in  Section  3  of  this 
Article. 

ARTICLE  IV.-MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  /.  There  shall  be  three  classes  of 
membership,  resident,  non-resident,  and  life.  Any 
member  whose  name  shall  have  been  upon  the  res- 
ident list  of  the  Club  for  five  consecutive  years  shall 
be  entitled  to  become  a  life  member  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  three  hundred  dollars.  The  number  of  life 
members  of  the  Club  shall  not  exceed  forty.  When- 
ever a  member  becomes  a  life  member,  a  vacancy  in 
the  resident  membership  shall  be  created  thereby. 
Life  members  shall  have  the  rights  and  privileges  and 
be  subject  to  all  the  penalties  of  the  resident  members 
but  shall  not  be  counted  in  the  limit  of  membership 
and  shall  be  forever  exempt  from  all  annual  dues. 
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Resident  membership  shall  be  limited  to  four  hun- 
dred. Non-resident  membership  shall  be  confined 
to  persons  not  residing  or  having  a  regular  place  of 
business  or  study  within  twenty  miles  of  the  City  of 
Providence.  Non-residents  shall  have  no  vote  in 
the  affairs  of  the  Club.  No  person  shall  be  eligible 
for  membership  who  is  under  seventeen  years  of  age. 
Persons  under  seventeen  years  of  age  may  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  privileges  of  the  Club  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  the  Board  of  Governors  may  pre- 
scribe. 

Section  2.  Any  candidate  for  membership 
must  be  proposed  and  seconded  in  writing  by  two 
members  of  the  Club,  and  may  become  a  member 
upon  unanimous  election  by  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Governors  present  at  any  meeting  and  payment 
of  entrance  fee  and  annual  dues  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

Section  3.  Names  of  candidates  for  member- 
ship must  be  sent  with  names  of  proposer  and  seconder 
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in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  present  same  to  the  Board  of  Governors  and  upon 
their  approval  post  same  for  one  week  in  the  Club- 
House  prior  to  the  time  of  their  election. 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  Governors  may  from 
time  to  time,  when  they  deem  it  advisable,  extend 
the  privileges  of  the  Club  to  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  persons  at  any  one  time,  for  six  months,  on  pay- 
ment in  advance  of  twenty  (20)  dollars,  provided, 
however,  that  such  six-months  members  shall  have 
been  proposed,  seconded  and  balloted  for  and  elected 
in  the  same  manner  provided  for  in  the  election  of 
regular  members.  The  proposer  and  seconder  of 
such  six-months  members  shall  be  responsible  for 
any  debts  incurred  by  such  members  in  the  Club. 
Six-months  members  shall  have  no  vote  in  the  affairs 
of  the  Club. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Governors  may,  by 
a  six-sevenths  vote  of  its  members,  suspend  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Club  for  such  time  as  they  may  deem  fit, 
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or  expel  him  or  her  altogether,  but  such  member  shall 
have  at  least  ten  days'  notice  of  any  proposition  to 
expel  or  suspend  said  member,  together  with  a  copy 
of  the  charges  preferred  against  him,  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  heard  by  the  Board  and  to  produce 
before  the  Board  such  evidence  in  his  or  her  defence 
as  may  be  desired,  before  final  action  is  taken;  and 
the  Board  shall,  upon  written  complaint  against  any 
member,  addressed  to  the  President,  and  signed  by 
ten  members  of  the  Club,  not  also  members  of  the 
Board,  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  called  by 
the  President  for  the  purpose,  after  giving  at  least 
ten  days'  notice  to  the  complainants  and  to  the  ac- 
cused, and  furnishing  the  accused  with  a  copy  of 
the  complaint,  with  the  names  of  the  complainants, 
at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  hearing,  hear  such 
evidence  as  the  complainants  have  to  offer,  and  the 
defence  of  the  accused,  and  upon  consideration  of 
the  same  they  may  suspend  or  expel  the  member, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Club  by  the  member 
so  suspended  or  expelled. 
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Section  6.  Any  member  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled from  the  Club  by  a  decision  of  the  Board  of 
Governors,  may  appeal  therefrom  to  a  special  meet- 
ing of  the  Club,  which  the  President  shall  call  on 
the  written  request  of  ten  members  of  the  Club, 
not  also  members  of  the  Board.  And  at  such 
meeting,  after  a  hearing  given  to  both  parties, 
the  Club  may,  provided  a  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  Club  be  present  in  person  or  by  proxy,  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  those  so  present,  reverse  the  de- 
cision of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  reinstate  the 
member. 

Section  7.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall 
accept  the  resignation  of  a  member,  to  take  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  presentation,  provided  the  Treas- 
urer certifies  that  all  his  or  her  dues  and  indebtedness 
to  that  date  have  been  paid.  The  interest  of  any 
member  in  the  Club  property,  and  liability  on  ac- 
count of  the  Club,  shall  cease  on  his  or  her  resignation 
or  expulsion. 
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ARTICLE  V.-DUES. 

Section  /.  The  entrance  fee  shall  be  sixty 
dollars  for  resident  members,  and  twenty  dollars  for 
non-resident  members. 

Section  2.  Resident  members  shall  pay  an- 
nual dues  of  thirty  dollars,  and  non-resident  members 
fifteen  dollars,  payable  semi-annually  in  advance, 
one-half  March  1st  and  one-half  September  1st, 
in  each  year. 

Section  3,  Members  who  shall  be  elected 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  June,  or  the  first  day  of  De- 
cember in  any  year,  shall  be  liable  for  the  current 
semi-annual  dues;  but  if  elected  after  the  first  day 
of  June,  or  the  first  day  of  December,  they  shall  be 
liable  for  only  one-half  of  the  current  semi-annual 
dues. 

Section  4.  If  any  member-elect  fails  to  pay 
his  or  her  entrance  fee  and  dues  within  thirty  days 
of  his  or  her  election,  unless  excused  by  the  Board  of 
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Governors,  such  election  shall  be  void,  and  his  or 
her  name  shall  not  be  again  proposed  within  six 
months. 

Section  5.  Any  member  failing  to  pay  his  or 
her  dues,  assessments  or  other  obligations  for  the  period 
of  one  month  after  notice  thereof  shall  cease  to  be 
a  member  of  the  Club,  unless  reinstated  by  the  Board 
of  Governors.  Due  notice  of  such  obligations  signed 
by  the  Treasurer  and  mailed  to  the  member  in  de- 
fault, at  his  or  her  last  known  place  of  residence, 
shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  this 
article. 

Section  6.     The    Treasurer  and  Secretary   shall 

be  exempt  from  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE  Vl-GUESTS. 

Section  /.  Any  member  may  introduce  any 
person,  not  residing  or  having  a  regular  place  of 
business  or  study  within  twenty  miles  of  the  City  of 
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Providence,  as  a  guest,  at  such  times  and  for  such  a 
number  of  days  as  the  member  introducing  may 
choose,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  fifteen  days 
in  six  months. 

Section  2.  Any  person  residing  or  having  a 
regular  place  of  business  or  study  within  twenty  miles 
of  the  City  of  Providence  may  be  introduced  as  a 
guest  not  oftener  than  one  day  in  four  weeks. 

Section  3.  Members  introducing  guests  shall 
be  responsible  for  all  indebtedness  to  the  Club  in- 
curred by  any  such  guest. 

Guests  introduced  by  members  shall  have  all  priv- 
ileges of  the  Club-House  and  grounds  excepting  the 
privilege  of  playing  over  the  links.  Permission  to 
use  the  links  may  be  obtained  for  guests  on  applica- 
tion to  the  Steward  and  payment  of  the  fees  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  Governors. 

The  privileges  of  a  guest  may  be  terminated  ai 
any  time  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 
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The  names  of  all  persons  introduced  into  the  Club 
shall  be  registered,  together  with  the  names  of  the 
members  introducing  them,  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose. 

ARTICLE  VIL-ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be  held  at 
the  Club-House,  or  at  such  place  as  the  Board  of 
Governors  may  designate,  on  the  third  Tuesday  of 
March  in  each  year.  The  Secretary  shall  mail  a 
written  notice  of  such  meeting  to  each  member  of 
the  Club  at  least  five  days  before  the  date  of  such 
meeting.  Eleven  members  present  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Club  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Club  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members,  rep- 
resented in  person  or  by  proxy;  due  notice  of  any 
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proposed  amendment  having  been  mailed  to  each 
member  at  his  or  her  last  known  place  of  residence 
at  least  five  days  previous  to  such  meeting.  A  special 
meeting  of  the  Club  for  this  or  any  other  purpose 
may  be  called  by  the  President  or  any  member  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  at  the  request,  in  writing, 
of  any  five  members  of  the  Club,  and  upon  like 
notice  being  given. 


No  person  shall  be  considered  for  membership 
until  the  proposer  and  seconder  shall  each  have 
written  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  stating  the  qualifi- 
cations of  such  person.
